An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Camden  Home  for  Friendless  Children. 

Whereas,  a  number  of  the  citizens  of  this  State  have  formed  an 
association  for  the  laudable  and  benevolent  purpose  of  educating 
and  providing  for  friendless  and  destitute  children;  and,  whereas, 
the  Legislature  of  this  State  is  willing  to  encourage  such  pur¬ 
poses;  therefore, 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey,  That  Matthew  Newkirk,  Elijah  G.  Cattell, 
James  H.  Stevens,  George  W.  N.  Custis,  J.  Earl  Atkinson,  Joseph 
C.  De  La  Cour,  Joseph  D.  Reinboth,  Robert  B.  Potts,  Jesse  W. 
Starr,  Edmund  E.  Read,  John  R.  Graham,  Benjamin  H.  Browning, 
Solomon  M.  Stimson,  Philander  C.  Brinck,  John  Aikman,  Thomas 
P.  Carpenter,  Elisha  V.  Glover,  Thomas  B.  Atkinson,  Isaac  L. 
Lowe  and  Peter  L.  Yoorhees,  and  their  associates,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  incoroorated  and  made  a  body  politic  in  law  and  fact  by  the 
name,  style  and  title  of  “  The  Camden  Home  for  Friendless 
Children,”  and  by  that  name,  style  and  title  shall  have  perpetual 
succession,  with  power  to  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to 
change  at  pleasure;  to  make  contracts  relative  to  the  institution;  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  and  by  that  name,  style 
and  title  to  be  capable  of  taking,  holding,  purchasing  and  convey¬ 
ing  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  said  corporation ; 
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provided ,  the  annual  income  of  such  estate  shall  not  exceed  six 
thousand  dollars,  nor  be  applied  to  any  other  purpose  than  those 
for  which  this  association  is  formed;  to  fix  the  quorum  of  the  board 
of  managers  and  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  appoint  such  officers 
as  may  be  requisite  to  establish  such  other  by-laws,  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations  as  the  said  corporation  shall  judge  necessary  or  expedient 
for  the  due  management  of  the  concerns  of  the  said  corporation; 
provided ,  that  the  same  be  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  tStates  or  of  this  State. 

2.  Be  it  enacted,  That  every  person  who  shall  annually  pay  to 
the  treasurer  of  “  The  Camden  Home  for  Friendless  Children,” 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  or  upward,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  said 
“Camden  Home  for  Friendless  Children,”  while  such  person  so 
contributes,  and  every  person  who  shall  pay  twenty  dollars  at  one 
time  shall  be  a  member  for  life. 

3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  affairs  and  concerns  of  the  said 
“  Camden  Home  for  Friendless  Children,”  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
board  of  managers  consisting  of  twenty-four  ladies,  and  a  board  of 
trustees  consisting  of  twmnty  gentlemen;  and  the  members  of  said 
corporation  shall  meet  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May  next,  at  such 
hour  and  place  as  the  board  of  trustees  shall  designate,  and  elect 
by  ballot  a  board  of  managers,  six  of  whom  shall  be  elected  to  serve 
for  one  year,  six  to  serve  for  two  years,  six  to  serve  for  three  years, 
and  six  to  serve  for  four  years;  and  also  a  board  of  twenty  trustees, 
five  of  whom  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  one  year,  five  for  two 
years,  five  for  three  years,  and  five  for  four  years;  and  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  said  corporation  shall  annually  thereafter,  on  the  second 
Tuesday  in  May,  at  such  hour  and  place  as  the  said  board  of  trus¬ 
tees  shall  designate,  elect  six  managers  and  five  trustees  to  serve 
for  four  years,  and  shall  then  and  there  elect  a  manager  or  managers, 
trustee  or  trustees,  to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  that  might  be 
occasioned  by  death,  resignation  or  removal,  or  neglect  or  refusal 
to  act  of  any  manager  or  trustee;  provided ,  that  the  managers  now 
acting  and  the  trustees  now  acting  and  mentioned  as  corporators  in 
this  act  shall  continue  to  act  until  others  shall  be  elected;  and 
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provided  further,  that  in  case  an  election  shall  not  be  held  at  the 
time  provided,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  give  at  least  ten  days 
notice  before  another  election  shall  be  held  ;  and  provided ,  that 
notice  of  an  election  shall  be  given  at  least  one  week,  in  two  of  the 
newspapers  of  the  City  of  Camden,  prior  to  the  time  of  holding  said 
election. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
managers  and  trustees  in  their  discretion  to  take  under  their 
guardianship  all  children  who  may  be  placed  under  their  care  and 
management  in  either  of  the  following  modes:  first,  children  under 
twelve  years  of  age  who  shall  be  voluntarily  surrendered  by  their 
fathers,  or  in  case  of  death  or  absence,  by  their  mothers,  or  by  their 
guardians  to  the  care  of  said  managers  and  trustees  by  an  agree¬ 
ment  or  declaration  in  writing;  second,  children  under  twelve  years 
of  age  who  may  be  committed  to  the  care  of  said  managers  and 
trustees,  by  any  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State,  or  of 
the  Circuit  Court,  or  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  County 
of  Camden,  or  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Camden,  on  account 
of  vagrancy,  or  the  exposure,  or  the  neglect  or  abandonment  of 
said  children  by  their  parents,  parent  or  guardian,  or  other  people 
having  custody  of  said  children,  and  in  case  of  poor  children  under 
the  age  above  mentioned,  contemplated  by  the  twelfth  and  twenty- 
fifth  sections  of  the  act  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  entitled 
“  An  act  for  the  settlement  and  relief  of  the  poor,”  approved  April 
tenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-six,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
persons  therein  authorized  to  bind  out  such  children,  to  commit  the 
same  by  an  agreement  or  declaration  in  writing,  signed  by  said 
persons  required  to  sign  such  children’s  indentures,  to  the  care  and 
management  of  such  trustees  and  managers. 

5.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  managers  and  trustees  shall 
have  the  guardianship  of  said  children  so  placed  under  their  care 
and  management  during  their  minority,  shall  cause  them  to  be 
educated  and  instructed  in  a  proper  manner,  and  may,  when  in  their 
discretion  it  shall  appear  proper,  bind  the  said  children  with  their 
oonsent  as  apprentices  during  their  minority,  to  such  persons  and 
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such  places,  and  to  learn  such  trades  and  employments,  as  in  the 
judgment  of  the  said  managers  and  trustees  will  be  the  most  con¬ 
ducive  to  the  benefit  and  advantage  of  said  children ;  provided , 
that  the  charge  and  power  of  the  said  managers  and  trustees  over 
and  upon  the  said  children,  shall  not,  in  the  case  of  females,  extend 
over  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  or  the  said  managers  and  trustees 
in  their  discretion  may  return  the  said  children  to  their  parents  or 
surviving  parent  or  guardians. 

6.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  property  of  the  said  corporation, 
held  or  occupied  by  them  for  the  purpose  of  their  incorporation, 
shall  be  freed  from  all  taxes  to  be  levied  under  the  authority  of  this 
State ;  and  no  person  shall  lose  or  acquire  a  legal  settlement  by 
residence  in  the  home  to  be  provided  by  said  corporation. 

7.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  inamediatelv. 

Approved  April  6,  1865.

ARTICLE  I. 

This  Society  shall  be  called  “  The  Camden  Home  for  Friend¬ 
less  Children  the  object  and  design  of  which  are  to  afford  a 
home,  food,  clothing  and  schooling  for  destitute  or  friendless 
children,  and,  at  a  suitable  age,  to  place  them  with  respectable 
families  to  learn  some  useful  trade  or  occupation. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Any  person  who  shall  annually  pay  a  sum  not  less  than  one 
dollar  before  the  first  of  May,  shall  be  a  member  of  this  Society, 
and  any  person  who  shall  pay  at  one  time  the  sum  of  twenty 
dollars  shall  be  a  member  for  life. 

ARTICLE  III. 

This  Society  shall  meet  annually  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May, 
public  notice  of  which  shall  be  given  at  least  one  week  previous  in 
two  or  more  newspapers.  Within  four  days  after  the  annual 
meeting,  the  Trustees  and  Managers  shall  meet  and  elect  their 
officers,  Matron  and  Teacher.  They  shall  also  at  the  same  time 
appoint  the  following  Committees :  Committee  on  Admission  and 
Dismission,  House  Committee,  Committee  on  Purchases  and  Sup¬ 
plies,  Committee  on  Education. 

At  all  meetings  of  the  Society,  the  officers  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  preside. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  at  the  request,  in 
writing,  of  five  members,  to  be  called  by  the  President,  or,  in  his 
absence,  by  the  Vice-President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

For  the  better  government  of  the  House,  there  shall  be  a  Board 
of  Managers,  to  consist  of  twenty-four  (24)  ladies,  to  whom  shall 
be  entrusted  the  management  of  its  affairs,  except  as  hereinafter 
designated,  to  be  chosen  at  the  meeting  of  the  Society  in  May. 
They  shall  have  power  to  choose  their  own  officers,  to  fill  all  vacan¬ 
cies  in  their  own  Board,  and  to  make  such  By-Laws  as  they  may 
deem  fit  and  proper,  not  repugnant  to  this  Constitution  ;  and  five 
(5)  managers  shall  form  a  quorum  for  business. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  twenty  (20)  gentlemen, 
to  be  chosen  by  the  Society  in  May,  at  their  annual  meeting.  They 
shall  choose  their  own  officers,  fill  all  vacancies  that  occur  in  their 
own  Board,  and  make  all  needful  By-Laws  and  Regulations  not 
repugnant  to  the  Constitution  ;  and  three  (3)  members  shall  be  a 
quorum. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  meet  statedly  every  quarter  They 
shall  have  the  control  and  management  of  the  real  estate,  invest- 
ments,  personal  securities  and  all  funds  of  the  Society,  except  such 
as  are  collected  by  the  Managers  for  the  current  expenses  of  the 
“  Home.” 

They  shall  superintend  the  indenturing  of  the  inmates,  and  afford 
advice  to  the  Managers  when  requested. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

At  every  stated  meeting  of  the  Trustees,  the  Managers  shall 
make  a  written  report  of  their  transactions,  and  shall  make  and 
receive  such  suggestions  as  the  interests  of  the  institution  may 
require. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered,  except  at  an  annual  or 
special  meeting  of  the  Society,  at  which  not  less  than  ten  (10) 
members  shall  be  present. 


B^r-L^WS- 


ARTICLE  I. 

Stated  meetings  of  the  Managers  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Thursday  of  each  month  at  4.  P.  M. 

ARTICLE  II. 

At  a  special  meeting,  to  be  held  within  four  days  of  the  annual 
meeting,  the  Managers  shall  elect  from  their  own  number  the 
following  officers  ;  a  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  Recording 
Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  the  following 
standing  Committees,  viz  :  Committee  on  Admission  and  Dismis¬ 
sion,  House  Committee,  Committee  on  Purchases  and  Supplies, 
Committee  on  Education.  They  shall  also  at  this  meeting  elect  a 
Matron  and  Teacher  and  such  other  officers  and  care-takers  as  may 
be  necessary. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Duties  of  President  and  Board  of  Managers. 

The  President,  or  in  her  absence  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents, 
shall  at  the  time  appointed  take  the  chair,  open  the  meeting  Avith 
reading  a  portion  of  Scripture  and  Prayer,  call  for  the  minutes  of 
the  preceding  meeting,  preserve  order,  appoint  all  committees, 
unless  otherwise  provided  for,  give  a  casting  vote  in  case  of  a  tie, 
and  shall  be  ex-officio  member  of  all  committees. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Of  Secretaries. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  fair  minute  of  all 
meetings  of  the  Board,  issue  all  notices,  make  all  written  communi¬ 
cations  directed  by  the  Board,  and  have  charge  of  all  documents 
and  records  not  connected  with  the  office  of  the  Treasurer. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence, 
prepare  the  annual  report  and  preserve  copies  of  all  her  communi¬ 
cations. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

Of  the  Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  collected  by  the  Managers 
for  the  current  expenses  of  the  “  Home,”  make  no  payments 
except  upon  a  written  order  of  the  President,  and  keep  a  fair 
account  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  which  shall  at  all  times  be 
open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Managers.  She  shall  make  a  monthly 
summary  of  her  receipts  and  expenditures  to  the  Board,  and  an 
annual  report  to  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Of  the  Committee  on  Admission  and  Dismission. 

The  Committee  on  Admission  and  Dismission  shall  meet  at  the 
“  Home”  every  Thursday  afternoon  at  four  o’clock.  To  this 
Committee  all  applications  for  admission  shall  be  referred,  and  by 
it  decided.  This  Committee  shall  keep  a  book  of  registry,  in 
which  they  shall  enter  the  name  and  age  of  every  child  received, 
also  the  date  of  admission,  whence  and  from  whom  received;  if  the 
child  has  near  connections,  note  the  degree  of  kindred  and  resi¬ 
dence  of  the  same  ;  ascertain  whether  the  children  have  had  the 
measles,  hooping  cough,  small-pox,  or  scarlet  fever,  or  whether 
they  have  been  vaccinated.  These  particulars  shall  have  a  place 
on  the  record,  together  with  other  circumstances  which  may  be  of 
importance  to  them  or  to  the  Institution  at  a  future  day.  If 
brought  by  a  parent,  obtain  his  or  her  signature  to  the  form  which 
is  provided  for  the  same.  When  the  child  is  brought  by  his  friend 
or  well  wisher,  call  in  the  aid  of  the  President,  or  some  other 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  secure  the  approval  of  a 
Judge  of  a  Court  of  Record.  When  the  children  are  placed  out, 
state  particularly  with  whom,  the  residence  or  occupation  of  the 
master  or  mistress,  and  particularly  note  the  day  of  removal  from 
the  “Home,”  whether  by  death  or  otherwise;  also  the  change  of 
place  which  may  occur  with  some  of  our  wards. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Of  the  Committee  on  Household. 

The  Household  Committee  shall  visit  the  Home  once  a  week,  and 
oftener  if  necessary.  They  shall  see  that  its  affairs  are  admin¬ 
istered  with  order,  prudence  and  economy;  also  that  proper  atten- 
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tion  is  paid  to  the  habits,  manners  and  persons  of  the  children;  also 
that  peace,  harmony  and  domestic  religion  are  cultivated.  They 
shall  also  keep  a  book  for  the  purpose  of  entering  all  gifts  and 
benefits  conferred  on  the  Institution,  which  do  not  appear  on  the 
Treasurer’s  Record.  They  shall  make  a  weekly  call  on  the  Matron 
for  a  report  in  writing  of  the  same. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Of  the  Committee  on  Purchases  and  Supplies. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  provide  for  the  wants 
of  the  “  Home,”  and  make  all  necessary  purchases  for  the  same. 
The  care  of  this  Committee  also  shall  extend  to  the  children’s 
wardrobe. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Of  the  Committee  on  Education. 

This  Committee  shall  direct  the  course  of  instruction,  visit  the 
school  weekly,  and  provide  furniture,  books  and  whatever  may  he 
needed  for  the  use  of  the  school. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  above  named  Committees  shall  render  monthly  reports  to 
the  Board,  all  of  which  shall  be  in  writing,  as  well  as  all  resolutions 
and  resignations. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

The  Board  shall  be  divided  into  Committees  for  the  purpose  of 
collecting  funds  for  the  support  of  this  Institution,  which  Com¬ 
mittees  shall  report  monthly. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

By  special  permission  of  the  Board,  children  under  peculiar 
circumstances,  of  all  ages,  may  be  temporarily  sheltered  until 
some  provision  can  be  made  for  them. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

All  communications  intended  for  publication  must  be  submitted 
to  the  Board  for  their  approval. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  at  any  stated  meeting,  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  notice  having  been  given  at 
a  previous  meeting.

THE  CAMDEN  HOME  FOR  FRIENDLESS  CHILDREN,1 


As  a  record  of  the  past  year’s  work,  we  present  this,  our  Eighth 
Annual  Report.  Encouraged  by  the  gratitude  of  the  class  to 
whom  relief  has  been  extended,  we  feel  that  some  good  has  been 
accomplished.  In  realization  of  what  Christ  said,  “The  poor  ye 
have  always  with  you,”  we  have  constant  appeals  for  assistance. 
Sometimes  our  overtaxed  treasury  contracts  the  limits  of  the 
relief  which  warm  hearts  would  yield  to  those  applicants.  The 
work  of  the  past  year  was  divided  as  equally  as  possible  among  the 
managers.  The  names  of  those  forming  these  committees  were 
published  in  the  last  annual  report.  The  committees  are  required 
to  send  written  reports  to  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  managers, 
so  that  the  details  of  the  work  may  become  familiar  to  all  the 
Board,  and  all  submitted  for  their  approval. 

Thus  we  go  on  from  year  to  year,  feeling  we  have  had  more  or 
less  success,  and  never  without  some  evidence  of  progress. 

There  are  many  discouragements  with  which  those  who  are 
experienced  in  this  work  are  familiar.  There  are  moments  of  doubt 
in  which  we  feel  as  though  all  our  labors  have  been  in  vain,  but 
weighing  the  accomplished  good  against  the  empty  effort,  we  have 
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every  reason  to  feel  thankful  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  the  past,  to  pray  for  his  guidance  in  the  future,  and  to 
enter  on  the  coming  year  with  fresh  zeal  and  reliance  on  the  pro¬ 
mise  that  we  shall  “reap  if  we  faint  not.”  We  do  not  expect 
appreciation  from  the  poor  and  ignorant,  although  we  appreciate 
it  when  it  comes,  as  it  often  does,  from  this  source,  but  we  do  long 
for  more  heartfelt  co-operation  from  the  Christian  community. 
Could  there  be  a  greater  missionary  work  than  to  rescue  and  pro¬ 
tect  the  little  children  from  homes  rendered  miserable  by  intemper¬ 
ance  and  poverty  and  to  place  them  where  they  may  be  subject 
to  religious  training,  and  to  raise  them  from  ignorance  and  sin  to 
the  knowledge  of  God  and  the  practice  of  right?  Our  Trustees 
and  Managers  represent  every  denomination  and  nearly  every 
church  in  the  city,  and  yet  what  great  lack  of  interest  is  taken  in 
this  wobk.  We  are  so  dependent  on  your  sympathy,  that  we  long 
to  have  others  show  a  personal  interest  in  this  work  which  interests 
us  so  much. 

Our  Annual  Fair  is  a  necessity,  and  the  returns  must  be  added 
to  the  yearly  subscriptions  to  meet  the  daily  demands  of  the  Insti¬ 
tution.  The  Managers  desire  to  tender  their  thanks  for  the  dona¬ 
tions  received  during  the  Fair,  and  for  the  interest  shown  by  those 
who  rendered  assistance  at  that  time,  making  the  work  easier  by 
dividing  it  and  the  burden  lighter  by  sharing  it. 

Not  the  least  interesting  portion  of  the  work  is  that  which 
regards  the  children  for  whom  homes  have  been  provided.  The 
letters  received  from  their  guardians  are  both  interesting  and 
gratifying.  [We  here  venture  to  quote  a  portion  of  one  of  them.] 
A  gentleman  who  has  a  little  girl,  writes:  “It  has  been  nearly  a 
year  since  I  have  written  concerning  Maud,  remembered  by  you, 
perhaps,  only  as  Maggie  McGowan.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  she 
is  perfectly  healthy,  and,  I  think,  very  happy.  She  is  growing 
very  fast  and  does  not  forget  the  ‘Home,’  its  matron,  or  the 
doctor  who  attended  her  when  she  was  sick.  She  often  speaks  of 
him  as  being  so  kind  to  her,  and  I  think  he  will  long  be  remem¬ 
bered  by  her  for  his  kindness  when  he  little  thought  he  was  making 
a  little  orphan  girl  happy.” 

The  object  of  this  Institution  is  to  provide  a  home,  food,  clothing 
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and  schooling  for  destitute  children,  and  at  a  suitable  age  to  place 
them  with  respectable  families. 

Persons  are  not  allowed  to  take  a  child  from  the  Home  unless 
they  can  furnish  testimonials  of  good  character.  A  child  is  not 
put  out  under  eight  years  of  age,  and  has  been  surrendered  to  the 
Home  one  month.  By  referring  to  the  indenturing  record,  we 
find  the  first  indenture  was  drawn  up  in  February,  1866;  since 
that  time  seventy-two  children  have  been  indentured;  eleven  of 
these  have  been  canceled.  During  the  past  year  seventeen  have 
been  sheltered,  six  surrendered  to  the  Home,  ten  indentured,  one 
has  come  of  age,  and  five  returned  to  their  friends.  There  are 
twenty-three  under  the  care  of  the  Institution,  and  all  in  perfect 
health,  which  we  feel  is  due,  in  a  great  measure,  to  the  care  which 
they  receive  from  the  matron,  Miss  Nicholson. 

An  Institution  like  ours  is  always  dependent  upon  the  charity  of 
the  public  for  its  support  and  existence.  Encouraged  by  the  past 
generosity  of  the  citizens  of  Camden  and  its  vicinity,  we  begin  the 
work  of  another  year,  feeling  that  there  is  a  larger  field  for  work 
than  ever  before,  as  we  have  commenced  our  new  building,  and 
funds  must  be  raised  to  complete  it,  having  now  about  one-half  the 
sum  required  to  erect  a  suitable  building.  It  is  not  the  intention 
of  the  Trustees  to  erect  a  magnificent  structure,  but  one  that  will 
afford  more  comfort  and  convenience  for  the  little  ones  than  the 
building  they  now  occupy.  We  sincerely  trust  that  a  Christian  city 
of  thirty  thousand  inhabitants  will  not  allow  a  debt,  like  a  dark 
cloud  of  discouragement,  to  hang  over  us.  Will  you  not  aid  us  as 
you  have  heretofore  done;  or  rather  not  in  that  measure,  but  in  a 
greater  one,  and  come  forward  with  generous  hearts  and  willing 
hands,  and  help  us  to  make  a  Home  indeed  for  the  Friendless  Chil¬ 
dren?  Donations  will  be  thankfully  received  for  the  building  by 
any  of  the  Trustees  or  Managers. 

“Be  merciful  after  thy  power.  If  thou  hast  much,  give  plente- 
ously.  If  thou  hast  little,  do  thy  diligence  gladly  to  give  of  that 
little,  for  so  gatherest  thou  thyself  a  good  reward  in  the  day  of 
necessity.”
